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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BUREAU OF CUSTOMS FOR THE 
FISCAL (CALENDAR) YEAR 1919. 



SIR: I have the honor to submit herewith the Annual Report 
of the Bureau of Customs, containing a compilation of the 
returns of commerce, navigation, immigration, and emigration 
of the Islands for the preceding year, together with a brief 
review of the trade with foreign countries compared with 
previous years. 

GENERAL TRADE CONDITIONS. 

The year 1919 closed with a balance of trade against the 
Islands amounting to 1*11,042,452. This is the first year since 
1913 that the country lost money in its foreign commerce, al- 
though the loss was not over those reported for the years 1901, 
1910, 1912, and 1913. Yet the country may be considered as 
enjoying an enviable commercial prosperity compared with 
previous years, the total trade for the year under review being 
^463,513,756, which is only 1*4,073,631 less than that for the 
year 1918, but far in excess of that for any previous years.

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Although the year 1919 recorded a balance of trade against 
the islands, from the above it will be seen that the country has 
not been losing in its commercial race, the total trade balance in 
its favor since 1899 up to 1919, inclusive, being 1*229,974,936, 
as compared with 1*96,951,806 recorded against it, thus showing 
a net gain of 1*133,023,130. 

The factors that contributed to the unfavorable trade balance 
for the year 1919 are the heavy importations and the decrease 
in exports recorded during the year, the former amounting 
to 1*237,278,104 and the latter to 1*226,235,652, as against 
1*197,198,423 and 1*270,338,964, respectively, during the year 
1918. 

The principal articles the importations of which showed an 
unparalleled increase over those of the previous years are iron 
and steel and its manufactures, mineral oil, meat and dairy 
products, automobiles, automobile parts, and automobile tires, 
wheat flour, coal, paper and manufactures of paper, leather 
and manufactures of leather, and other articles. Copra is also 
one of the salient items among the importations of the Islands, 
as may be seen in the discussion of this article's importation 
elsewhere in this report. 

The total exports, on the other hand, showed a decrease com- 
pared with those of the previous year, the total value of same 
being 1*226,235,652, as compared with 1*270,388,964 for 1918, 
or a decrease of 1*44,153,312. The value of hemp exported 
largely accounted for this immense decrease, the average value 
per thousand kilos of which being 1*442.92, as compared with 
1*687.60 for the previous year. Hemp exports are considered 
one of the most important factors responsible for the unfavor- 
able trade balance pointed out above. Philippine copra also 
shares with the responsibility in common with the others al- 
ready mentioned, the quantity and value of the exports of this 
commodity during 1919 being smaller than those of 1918, due 
generally to the increased demand of this article for use in the 
local oil mills, as stated in the previous report. The exports 
are separately discussed elsewhere in this report.

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As in the year 1918, the United States furnished in the year 
under consideration the greatest proportion of our imports and 
consumed most of our exports. Imports from that country 
showed an increase of 1*33,333,607 while exports to same showed 
an unprecedented decrease of 1*64,988,453 compared with those 
of the previous year. Trade with Japan showed a decrease of 
^4,859,834 due principally to reduced imports and exports. 
This notwithstanding, Japan stood second to the United States 
in furnishing our imports during the year, and also second on 
the list in respect to the trade relations of the Islands with 
foreign countries. Trade with the United Kingdom showed a 
reduction of 1*7,380,961 due to reduced imports and exports. 
This country, which in 1918 was second to the United States 
on the list of countries trading with the Islands, was overcome 
by Japan in this respect during the year under review, although 
from the list it will be seen that the former was second to the 
United States in the consumption of our exports. Trade with 
China has increased 1*2,232,369 both in imports and exports, 
this country standing fourth on the list of countries of im- 
portance trading with the Islands. Trade with the European 
countries showed during the year an enormous increase over 
that of the previous year, with the exception of Italy, Austria- 
Hungary, and Sweden, all of which showed a slight decrease. 
The increase in the trade with European countries is largely 
due to relaxation of export restrictions and trading therewith 
announced by the War Trade Board shortly after the armistice. 
Trade with other countries showed an increase, with the excep- 
tion of the French East Indies, Siam, and Canada, which showed 
a decrease. 

FOREIGN CARRYING TRADE. 

The number of vessels engaged in the foreign trade calling 
at Philippine ports of entry during 1919 is greater than that 
of the last three years. A total of 740 vessels with an aggre- 
gate net tonnage of 1,711,981 entered from foreign ports, as 
compared with 652 in 1918, 652 in 1917, and 705 in 1916, with 
an aggregate net tonnage of 1,412,871, 1,456,163, and 1,559,346, 
respectively. The number cleared for foreign ports during the 
year is 719, with an aggregate net tonnage of 1,705,869. This 
is less than the number entered, due to some of the latter having 
been registered for the coastwise trade.

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As was the case in 1918, in the year under review American 
vessels carried the greatest proportion of the Philippine trade, 
to say nothing of the fact that the trade carried by these vessels 
exceeded that carried by them during the previous year. Bri- 
tish vessels ranked next in furnishing space to our external 
commerce, likewise recording an increase over that for the year 
1918. Japanese vessels occupied the third place in the carrying 
trade, further going on record as marking a decrease in their 
carrying capacity compared with their record of the previous 
year. Philippine vessels are in the fourth place on the list, 
making a slight progress in the trade by carrying more than 
one million pesos' worth of our foreign trade over that reported 
for 1918. It is gratifying to note that the volume of foreign 
trade carried by Philippine vessels has been increasing since 
1916, notwithstanding the fact that there are but few vessels 
of Philippine registry engaged in the foreign trade. If the 
Philippine fleet was expanded by the participation of more Fili- 
pino shipowners in the foreign trade, or at least by so amending 
the law as to permit corporations or companies created under 
the laws of the Philippine Islands to acquire Philippine vessels 
destined for the trade with foreign countries, it would be safe 
to assume that Philippine vessels would rank first or second 
in respect to the volume of our foreign commerce transported 
to and from other countries. 

IMPORTS. 

The year under review has been one of unprecedented ac- 
tivity in the import trade. The total value of the imports for 
the year was ^237,278,104, which is ^40,079,681 over that of 
the previous year, or an increase of 20.3 per cent, and is the 
largest on record in the history of the Islands' importations. 
The principal products concerned in the increase are iron and 
steel and manufactures of same, mineral oil, meat and dairy 
products, automobile and parts thereof, wheat flour, coal, paper 
and manufactures of paper, leather and manufactures of leather, 
and other articles; while the importations of cotton and manu- 
factures of cotton, as well as rice, showed a considerable decline. 
The following table shows ten principal imports of the year 
compared with importations of the same articles the previous 
year:

COTTON AND ITS MANUFACTURES. 

The value of cotton and its manufactures imported during 
1919 was approximately two-thirds of that of the previous year. 
Of the total cotton importations the United States furnished 
72.28 per cent, or about 70 per cent of that of the year 1918. 
Cotton imports from Japan ranked next, being 15.90 per cent 
of the total importation of this article. This country also re- 
corded a decrease in its exportation of this commodity to the 
Islands, compared with that of the previous year. The United 
Kingdom maintained in 1919 its third place among the countries 
supplying the Islands with cotton goods, likewise recording a 
decrease in its exportation of this commodity to the Philippines, 
compared with the previous year. Imports from Switzerland 
and the British East Indies showed a substantial decline, while 
France, Italy, Netherlands, and Spain were the only countries 
that made a prosperous showing in their cotton goods business, 
imports therefrom denoting a material increase during the year 
compared with those of the previous year. The total value of 
cotton imports for the year amounted to ^38,644,173, as against 
1*58,016,844 for the year 1918.

IRON AND STEEL. 



The value of imports of iron and steel for the year 1910 
reached the amount of 1*44,735,174, as against 1*24,507,970 for 
the year 1918, or an increase of 82.5 per cent. About 86 per 
cent of the total importation of this product were furnished by 
the United States, as compared with 92 per cent the previous 
year. The value of imports of this class from Japan showed 
a decrease of 1*330,067 compared with that of the previous year, 
and constituted 2 per cent of the importations of this class dur- 
ing the year. The table below shows that importations of this 
commodity from Germany increased enormously from 1*11,139 
in 1918 to 1*333,132 in 1919. This was due to the fact that the 
cargo of the German vessels which were seized at the outbreak 
of hostilities between the United States and Germany was cleared 
for consumption during the year. Imports from the United 
Kingdom this year showed a slight increase over those of the 
previous year. It will be noticed that iron and steel imports 
from this country continued to decline yearly since 1914, from 
1*1,573,066 in that year to 1*215,090 in 1918, but in the year 
under review the value increased slightly to 1*308,783. Imports 
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from China, which in 1918 showed a notable increase over those 
of 1917, this year declined considerably, the value being only 
approximately 50 per cent of that in 1918. Imports from 
France, Spain, Norway, and Dutch East Indies showed substan- 
tial increases, while those from Australasia showed a notable 
decrease. Iron and steel imports constituted 19 per cent of 
the total value of all imports for the year 1919.

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RICE. 

Rice importations during the year, which represented 4 per 
cent of the total imports of the Islands, and which declined 
yearly since 1915 up to 1918, showed a decrease of over 70 per 
cent in quantity, and approximately 46 per cent in value, of 
those of the previous year. The average value per 100 kilos was 
1*17.35, as compared with 1*8.94 in 1918 and 1*7.33 in 1917. As 
usual, the French East Indies and Siam were the principal 
sources of our rice imports during the year. 

The following table shows, in respect to the importations of 
rice, the quantity, value, average value per 100 kilos, and per- 
centage of total imports for the years 1899 to 1919 :

FOOD PRODUCTS. 

The value of food products imported during the year, not in- 
cluding rice and cattle, amounted /to 1*32,786,200, as compared 
with 1*25,627,985 in 1918 and 1*17,608,865 in 1917. These con- 
sisted of breadstuffs, including wheat flour, cocoa or cacao, crude 
and manufactured, coffee, raw and prepared, eggs, fish and fish 
products, fruits and nuts, meat and dairy products, salt, spices, 
sugar and molasses, tea and vegetables. 

Wheat flour recorded the heaviest importation among the food 
products imported, amounting in value to 1*8,929,166, as com- 
pared with 1*6,033,528 in 1918, or an increase of 48 per cent. 
Australasia again this year ranked first among the countries 
of the world in supplying the Islands with wheat flour, imports 
from that country having increased from 1*5,526,666 in 1918 to 
1*6,568,786 in 1919. China ranked next, with the United States

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in the third place, imports from these countries during the year 
being 1*1,983,528 and 1*317,140, respectively.

Importations of meat and dairy products increased in value 
from 1*6,799,571 in 1918 to 1*9,834,061 in 1919; vegetables, from 
1*2,436,088 to 1*2,637,318; fruits and nuts, from 1*1,114,835 to 
1*1,541,897; eggs, from 1*966,346 to 1*1,367,391; coffee, raw and 
prepared, from 1*748,017 to 1*756,654 ; sugar and molasses, from 
1*84,612 to 1*659,594; and tea, from 1*197,368 to ^225,876; while 
on the other hand, importations of fish and fish products showed 
a decrease in value from 1*5,212,350 in 1918 to 1*3,148,792 in 
1919; crude and manufactured cocoa or cacao, from 1*992,459 to 
1*965,837; spices, from 1*143,520 to 1*107,421; and salt, from 
1*219,958 to 1*18,289. 

COPRA. 

This article has been and continues to be one of the principal 
items of exports of the Philippine Islands. Yet since 1917 local 
concerns began to import this article from abroad, in that year 
to the value of 1*2,412, this sum having been tremendously 
raised to 1*125,105 in 1918. In 1919 the value of copra importa- 
tions has again raised to the enormous sum of 1*5,425,560, or 
an overwhelming increase of nearly 225,000 per cent over that 
for 1917. It would naturally seem surprising that a copra

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producing region such as the Philippines should register an ab- 
normal importation of this article, but this was possibly justified 
if the necessities of the local oil mills, as well as the relative 
shortage of copra to supply these mills and the raise in value of 
this article which was noticeable during 1918, were taken into 
consideration. 

The only countries from which copra was imported were the 
British East Indies and the Dutch East Indies, the former having 
supplied the Islands with 3,045,673 kilos, valued at £=543,822, 
and the latter 23,427,306 kilos, valued at 1*4,881,738. 

OTHER IMPORTS. 

Automobiles. — Automobiles and parts thereof, including tires, 
amounted in value to 1*9,604,649, as against £6,525,665 in 1918, 
an increase of 47.2 per cent, constituting 4 per cent of the total 
imports. The number of automobiles imported was 2,557, as 
compared with 1,911 in 1918, 1,237 in 1917, and 986 in 1916. 
All of the automobiles came from the United States. 

Mineral oil — The value of oil imported during the year, in- 
cluding naphthas, crude oil for fuel, oil for illumination and 
lubricating purposes, and other classes, amounted to £13,147,080, 
as compared with 1*4,540,761 in 1918, or an increase of 189.5 
per cent. This would tend to show that the necessities of in- 
dustrial activities of the country have increased materially. 
The principal sources of importations of this class are the 
United States, the supply from which valued at 1*11,997,459; 
Dutch East Indies, 1*1,133,117; and British East Indies, 
£10,983. Small importations also were recorded from Japan, 
the United Kingdom, Spain, Australasia, and Sweden. 

Paper and manufacturers thereof. — Imports of paper and 
manufactures thereof during the year amounted in value to 
1*6,237,420, as compared with 1*3,683,982 in 1918, or an in- 
crease of 69.3 per cent. These include blank books, cigarette 
paper, printing paper, toilet paper, wrapping paper, envelopes, 
etc. Among the countries furnishing our paper imports and 
manufactures thereof during the year were, in the order of their 
importance, the following : United states, importing 1*3,909,535 
worth of these goods ; France, 1*874,543 ; Japan, £739,578 ; Spain, 
£433,068; China, £221,830; the United Kingdom, £23,335; Italy, 
£21,911; and the British East Indies, 1*11,376. Other coun- 
tries registering insignificant exportations to the Islands of 
these articles are Austria-Hungary, Australasia, Canada, French 
East Indies, Hongkong, and Switzerland. 
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Goal — The total import value of coal for the year amounted 
to ¥=7,781,307, as compared with ¥=4,662,349 for 1918, or an 
increase of 66.9 per cent. The principal sources of the Islands' 
coal supply were, in the order of their importance, Japan im- 
portations from which amounted to ¥=6,549,883 ; China, ¥=518,477 ; 
British East Indies, ¥354,929 ; Japanese China, ¥150,757 ; Aus- 
tralasia, ¥=102,833; French East Indies, ¥=94,480; and Spain, 
United States, Canada, Dutch East Indies, which recorded in- 
significant importations of this fuel. 

Leather and manufacturers thereof. — Importations of leather 
goods of all kinds amounted in value to ¥5,759,635, as against 
¥=4,171,064 in 1918, or an increase Of 38.1 per cent. These con- 
sisted of unmanufactured sole leather, belting, boots and shoes, 
harness and saddle, purses, etc. Imports of this class of goods 
from the United States amounted in value to ¥=5,417,655 ; from 
Japan, ¥=211,727; from Australasia, ¥=112,454; from Spain, 
¥ c 5,832; from the United Kingdom, ¥-5,630; and from China, 
¥=3,283. Small importations have also been recorded from the 
British East Indies, France, Switzerland, Siam, Hongkong, and 
the French East Indies. 

Further details in respect to the quantities and values of other 
imports, and the principal countries of origin of same, will be 
found in the statistical tables appended hereto. 

EXPORTS. 

As previously stated, the value of the total exports for the 
year under review amounted to ¥226,235,652, as compared with 
¥=270,388,964 in 1918, or a decrease of 16.3 per cent. This de- 
crease was due largely to the notorious decline in the exporta- 
tion of hemp, as well as to the slight decreases in other articles 
of exportation, such as sugar, copra, maguey, cordage, etc. 

In previous years hemp headed the list of principal articles 
exported from the Islands, but in 1919 it was replaced by 
coconut oil, which in 1918 stood second. Sugar, which was third 
in importance in respect to value among the articles exported in 
1918, was pushed down to fourth place in 1919 and replaced by 
tobacco products in the third place. 

Foreign merchandise amounting in value to ¥=9,077,041 was 
exported during the year, as compared with ¥=5,621,718 in 1918, 
while domestic products valued at ¥217,158,611 were exported, 
as compared with ¥=264,767,246 for the year 1918. The United 
States consumed most of our exports during the year, same 
amounting in value to ¥=113,305,384, or 50.08 per cent of the 
total exports, although this was less than that for the year 1918. 
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The United Kingdom ranked next, having consumed 14.16 per 
cent of our total exports, with Japan in the third place, the 
consumption being 6.22 per cent. Both of these countries 
showed less consumption of our exports in 1919 than what they 
recorded in this respect in 1918. China, Australasia, British 
East Indies, Siam, and Japanese China showed increases of 
their consumption of our exports over those for 1918, with 
British East Africa demanding 1*7,094 worth of our exports 
during the year when none was required by this country the 
year previous, while the French East Indies, Dutch East Indies, 
and Canada showed a slight decline in the consumption of our 
products. Among the European countries, the Netherlands and 
Norway did not import anything from the Philippines in 1918, 
whereas in 1919 they respectively imported 1*17,003,786 and 
5*800 worth of goods from the Islands. France, Spain, and 
Belgium consumed more of our exports in 1919 than they did 
in the previous year, while slight declines are shown in the ex- 
portation to Switzerland and Italy.

COCONUT OIL. 

Coconut oil during the year has taken precedence over all 
Philippine products as an article of export. In 1919 the quan- 
tity exported was 139,942,612 kilos, valued at ^73,719,504, as 
compared with 115,280,847 kilos, valued at 1*63,328,317 exported 
in 1918, or an increase of 21.4 per cent in quantity and 16.4

HEMP. 

As stated early in this report, the value of hemp was a factor 
of importance responsible for the unfavorable trade balance 
registered against the Islands at the end of the year under re- 
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view. The total quantity exported during the year was 
121,247,668 kilos, as compared with 169,260,377 kilos in 1918, 
or a decrease of 28.3 per cent. The value, above all, has fallen 
down considerably from 1*116,383,100 in 1918 to ^53,703,052 
in 1919, or a decrease of 53.8 per cent. 

The list that follows shows that the United States, as usual, 
consumed the highest proportion of our hemp exports during 
the year. The United Kingdom, which comes next, recorded a 
reduction in the consumption of this article, both as to quan- 
tity and value, compared with exports of this commodity to that 
country in 1918. The same thing may be said of Japan, which 
country during the year showed a reduction of her imports of 
this article from the Islands, both as to quantity and value, com- 
pared with those of the previous year. Canada and China, how- 
ever, imported from the Islands during the year more hemp 
than they did in 1918, both as to quantity and value, while 
Spain, Belgium, France and the Dutch East Indies, which coun- 
tries did not consume any of our hemp exports in 1918, this 
year recorded a fairly good importation of this article from the 
Islands. Brazil, the British East Indies, and Hongkong im- 
ported during the year less amount of hemp than they did in 
1918, but the values of said imports excedeed those for the year 
1918, while exports to Australasia showed an increase in quan- 
tity in comparison with those of the previous year, but the 
value thereof was less than those for the year 1918, Newfound- 
land has not recorded any importation of this article in 1919, 
when that country had in the preceding year.

Of the leaf tobacco exported Spain got the largest share, 
same being 11,198,892 kilos, valued at 1*6,954,123, as compared 
with 17,008,801 kilos, valued at 1*6,713,083, for 1918. France 
was second to Spain in the importation of leaf tobacco from 
the Islands, with the French East Indies in the third place, 
the consumption of these countries being 4,073,970 kilos, valued 
at 1*1,974,631, and 3,491,006 kilos, valued at 1*1,329,154, re- 
spectively. The respective consumption of leaf tobacco by these 
countries in 1918 was 4,261,631 kilos, valued at 1*1,883,055, and 
839,818 kilos, valued at 1*314,580. Small quantities have like- 
wise been exported to other countries.

The total quantity of sugar exported during the year amounted 
to 136,060,322 kilos, at an average value of f*223.54 per one 
thousand kilos, which is the highest unit price on record. This 
quantity, however, is less than that of the previous year, which 
amounted to 273,258,396 kilos, or a decrease of 50.6 per cent. 
The value of the exportation of this commodity for the year was 
^30,415,701, as compared with 1*31,608,780 for 1918, or a de- 
crease of 3.8 per cent. Almost 90 per cent of exports of cen- 
trifugal sugar went to the United States. As regards raw 
sugar, the greatest shares of our exports were sent to Hong-

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kong, Japan, and China, the smaller shares having been dis- 
tributed between the United States, the United Kingdom, Guam, 
British East Indies and Russia.

Copra to the value of 1*8,839,376 was exported during the 
year, as compared with ^=10,377,029 for 1918, or a decrease of 
14.8 per cent. Copra meal, on the other hand, amounting in 
value to 1*2,173,471, was exported, in comparison with ^7,255 
for 1918, or an unparalleled increase of 29,858.2 per cent. This 
immense increase in the export of copra meal tends to show 
that the amount of copra consumed locally has greatly increased, 
which accounts for the decrease in the exportation of that com- 
modity. The continuous decline in copra exports due to rapid 
development that has taken place in the local coconut oil indus- 
try is obvious.

in 1918, or a decrease in value of 92 per cent. It will be seen 
that if the United States were included on the above list she 
would rank third among the consumers of our exports of copra, 
when in previous years she was the sole importer from the 
Islands of this article.

EMBROIDERIES AND HATS. 

The total value of exported embroideries was 1*6,913,004, as 
compared with 1*4,319,501 in 1918, or an increase of 60 per cent. 
Of the amount exported the largest share went to the United 
States, same being 1*6,855,653, as compared with 1*4,310,877 in 
1918. The balance was distributed in small quantities among 
the United Kingdom, Spain, China, British East Indies, Hong- 
kong, and Australasia. 

Hats to the value of 1*1,470,026 were exported, as compared 
with 1*1,183,446 in 1918, or an increase of 24.2 per cent. Of 
this amount 1*1,280,968 worth of hats were exported to the 
United States, and the balance to other countries.

ORE AND BULLION. 

The value of gold and silver in ore and bullion exported from 
the Philippine Islands began to decline since 1916. In that year 
the exports valued at 1*2,987,118, decreasing to f*2,701,304 in 
1917, and to f*l,873,938 in 1918, while in 1919 it increased to 
M.,943,153. To the United States there were exported gold 
ore to the value of 1*100,000 and gold bullion amounting to 
66,872 ounces, valued at 1*1,732,520. Gold bullion amounting 
to 3,911 ounces, valued at 1*110,633, was sent to China.

ARRASTRK PLANT. 

The increase in the importations during the year has heavily 
taxed the arrastre plant to its limit. The amount of cargo 
handled was 340,740 tons, as compared with 324,660 tons in 1918 
and 281,653 tons in 1917.

Photographs accompany this report illustrating Pier 5, which 
measures 650 feet long, plus a shore connection of 73 feet, and 
100 feet wide, with a stowing capacity of 9,000 tons of cargo; 
Pier 3, measuring 600 feet long, plus a shore connection of 67 
feet, and 70 feet wide, with a capacity of 5,000 tons; and two 
warehouses between these piers having a capacity of 3,500 tons 
each. Together with the custom-house wharf which has a net 
capacity of about 60,000 tons, about 35 per cent of which having 
been ceded to the Bureau of Supply, these constitute all the 
available space the Bureau uses in handling imported cargo, 
which were sufficiently adequate for the trade of 1910 (the 
year when the piers were put in operation) and those of some 
years thereafter, but hardly sufficient for the trades of the last 
two years. It will be seen that with the facilities of the port, 
the Bureau, with the unexpectedly large volume of imported 
cargo it was called upon to handle, was found face to face with 
conditions difficult to contend with. The handicap notwith- 
standing, everything within the power of this Bureau was done 
in an endeavor to cope with said difficulties. In addition, the 
Government has spared no efforts to remedy the situation, as 
plans for increasing the port facilities by constructing an ad- 
ditional pier and sheds were pushed through as rapidly as con- 
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ditions permitted. The construction of this additional pier, 
which will be known as Pier 7, is now under way, which when 
completed will avoid the frequency of port congestion. 

IMMIGRATION AND EMIGRATION. 

The passenger movement for the year shows an increase over 
that of the preceding year. A total of 23,448 persons arrived 
in, and 21,795 persons departed from, the Philippine Islands. 
These figures do not include enlisted men and others attached 
to the military or naval forces of the United States. 

Of the total arrivals 3,324 were citizens of the United States 
and 3,598 citizens of the Philippine Islands returning from 
abroad. Of the aliens arriving the Chinese head the list, the 
number being 12,936, of whom 7,931 were immigrants and 4,999 
non-immigrants, as compared with 10,376 during the preceding 
year, of whom 4,999 were immigrant aliens and 5,377 return- 
ing residents and transients. Japanese to the number of 1,643 
landed in the Philippines, of whom 1,274 were immigrants and 
369 returning residents and transients, as compared with 3,965 
in 1918, of whom 3,559 were immigrant aliens and 406 return- 
ing residents. The decrease in the number of Japanese coming 
to the Philippines was 58 per cent. Peoples of different na- 
tionalities also arrived in small numbers. Of the total arrivals 
19,069 were males and 4,379 females. The total arrivals also 
include tourists, of whom no statistical data have been compiled. 

Of the total of departing people 3,023 were citizens of the 
United States and 6,765 citizens of the Philippine Islands visit- 
ing other countries. Of the aliens departing 8,607 were Chinese, 
of whom 112 were emigrants, 7,786 residents of the Philippine 
Islands and 709 were transients, as compared with 7,185 in 
1918, of whom 10 were emigrants and 7,175 non-emigrants. 
Japanese to the number of 1,577 departed, of whom 844 were 
emigrants and 733 non-emigrants. Other nationalities also de- 
parted in small numbers. Of those who left the Islands during 
the year 18,529 were males and 3,266 females. 

A total of 276 aliens were debarred from admission into the 
country during the year, while 126 aliens were deported under 
the various provisions of the Immigration and Opium Laws. 

CONSULAR DUTIES. 

The number of American seamen discharged during the year 
was 1,300. Three hundred and twenty-five (325) of these 
were discharged under mutual consent, 215 on account of illness, 
and 760 due to termination of contract. The policy followed 
by American consuls in discouraging discharges under mutual 
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consent at their respective ports was not only strictly adhered 
to, but the undersigned went as far as allowing no discharges 
at this port under that cause, in order to minimize the danger 
of seamen becoming destitute and a burden on the United 
States Government. However, discharges under mutual agree- 
ment had to be allowed in some instances for the benefit of the 
ship, but in such cases precautions were taken that seamen so 
discharged were given employment in some manner, or were 
shipped out of the country as soon as practicable. Discharges 
on account of illness have been unusually large, and seamen so 
discharged have been properly cared for in exactly the same 
manner as were destitute American seamen. The expenses in- 
volved in subsisting and lodging destitute American seamen at 
this port, the number of whom amounted to 135, have been 
borne by this office, authority for so doing having been secured 
from the Secretary of Finance. The Bureau, of course, will 
be reimbursed for these expenses by the Department of State 
of the United States Government. Seven American seamen 
died in Manila during the year. 

The shipment during the year of seamen on American vessels, 
including Army transports, amounted to 1,743 persons, of whom 
1,000 were Filipinos. 

One hundred and nineteen (119) consular invoices and one 
hundred and fifty-six (156) invoices of returned American 
goods were issued by this office during the year. 

PROTESTS AND APPEALS. 

During the year protests to the number of 143 were filed 
with the Insular Collector of Customs under the provisions of 
section 1370 of the Administrative Code. These protests were 
against the classification and appraisal of the value of imported 
merchandise, assessment of wharf arge and storage, etc. Of these 
52 were sustained ; 33 were overruled and denied, 4 of the latter 
not having been filed in due time and 4 having been withdrawn ; 
4 were sustained in part, and 54 were pending action at the 
close of the year. Of -the number overruled one was taken to 
the Court of First Instance in appeal, action on which being 
still pending. 

DOCUMENTATION AND LICENSING OF VESSELS. 

During the year a total of 647 vessels with an aggregate net 
tonnage of 21,193 were newly documented in the coastwise 
trade and in the bay and river business, as compared with 571 
vessels, with an aggregate tonnage of 18,333, in 1918. Of the 
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vessels so documented four steamers were placed by their 
owners in the foreign trade, their aggregate net tonnage amount- 
ing to 5,717.66. Four hundred and fifty-six (456) were regis- 
tered for the coastwise trade and 187 for the bay and river 
business, as compared with 342 and 229, respectively, in 1918. 
Coastwise licenses were issued to 854 vessels, and bay and 
river licenses to 1,668 vessels. The number of vessels in com- 
mission during the year was 2,522, with a total net tonnage of 
91,264.66. 

INSPECTION OP VESSELS. 

As shown in the table below, a total of 293 vessels, with an 
aggregate net tonnage of 60,329.61, were inspected by this 
Office in accordance with the requirements of navigation and 
steamboat inspection service. The number inspected in 1918 
was 269, with a total net tonnage of 44,024.40.

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MARINE OFFICERS. 

The total number of persons who took examinations for 
the various grades of marine officers was 267, of whom 257 
were Filipinos and 10 Americans. The number of successful 
candidates was 232, 224 of whom were Filipinos and 8 Amer- 
icans, while the number of failures was 35, of whom 33 were 
Filipinos and 2 Americans. 

The records show that at the close of the year 1919 there 
were 1,905 marine officers holding unexpired certificates as 
such, while 477 were holders of expired certificates pending 
renewal. 

FINANCIAL TRANSACTIONS. 

Due to the decrease in the importations of rice, as well as 
to the comparatively small amount of dutiable goods, the bulk 
of the large importations during the year having been admitted 
free of duty as products of the United States, and to the decrease 
in exports which tended to reduce the importance of wharfage 
as a source of revenue, customs collections during the year 
1919 showed a decrease of 12.3 per cent compared with those 
of the preceding year. The total collections, by sources, for 
the year 1919, in comparison with those of the year 1918, are 
shown in the following table:

Besides the collections shown above, internal revenue taxes 
amounting to 1*2,949,106.98 were collected by this Bureau pur- 
suant to the provisions of Act No. 2342, as amended by Act 
No. 2445. The amount collected during the previous year was 
92,144,564.31. The increase is due to the increased importa- 
tions of distilled spirits, mineral oils, coal and coke, and play- 
ing cards.

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SECRET SERVICE. 

No efforts have been spared to thwart all attempts of viola- 
tions of the Customs, Immigration, and Opium Laws. The re- 
cord of the Customs Secret Service shows that cases involving 
questions of this kind to the number of 158 have been handled, 
out of which 106 convictions were secured, 32 dismissed, and 
20 pending final action at the close of the year. The fines im- 
posed in such cases aggregated 1*62,008. 

SUBPORTS. 

CEBU. 

The port of Cebu ranked second to Manila in respect to the 
volume of foreign trade in 1919, this record having been kept 
by this port for the last two years in rivalry with the port of 
Iloilo. The total trade of Cebu during the year was ^34,020,960, 
of which 1*9,409,848 represents the value of the imports and 
1*24,611,112 that of the exports, as compared with 1*11,484,577 
imports and 1*24,718,359 exports for the year 1918. The bal- 
ance of trade was in favor of the port to the amount of 
1*15,201,264. 

Coconut oil constituted the chief article of export from this 
port during the year, same amounting in value to 1*17,569,832, 
as compared with 1*12,634,272 for 1918, or an increase of 39 per 
cent. Coconut oil represented 71 per cent of the total exports 
from this port. Exportations of hemp, which in 1918 declined 
in value to 1*8,569,446 from 1*12,953,731 in 1917, still decreased 
to 1*5,775,527 in 1919. Exports of copra declined considerably 
from 1*2,262,257 in 1918 to 1*488,880 in 1919, while those of 
sugar increased from 1*91,432 in 1918 to 1*163,414 in 1919. 

During the year under consideration 75 foreign vessels en- 
tered this port, with an aggregate net tonnage of 124,439, while 
64 vessels aggregating 118,669 net tons cleared, as against 97 
foreign vessels entered and 83 vessels cleared in 1918. Coast- 
wise vessels to the number of 5,353, with a total net tonnage of 
366,815, entered and 5,529 vessels of 378,522 net tons cleared, 
as compared with 5,609 vessels of 301,318 tons entered, and 
5,627 vessels of 309,076 tons cleared in 1918. 

The total customs collections of this port during the year 
amounted to 1*807,809.04, as compared with 1*2,207,846.15 for 
the previous year, or a decrease of 63.4 per cent. This appal- 
ling decrease is largely due to the cessation of rice importations 
into this port since the middle of the year covered by this report, 
and to the decrease in the quantity of dutiable goods imported 
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from other countries. The greatest bulk of imported merchan- 
dise which entered this port during the year was admitted free 
of duty as articles the product or manufacture of the United 
States. Internal revenue collections, however, showed an ap- 
preciable increase compared with those of 1918, the gross col- 
lections for the year under consideration being ^174,595.70, as 
against Til 1,552.31 for the year 1918, or an increase of 56 per 
cent. This increase is chiefly due to the increase in the amount 
of refined and manufactured mineral oils imported into this 
port during the year. 

ILOILO. 

The volume of foreign trade of this port during the year 
amounted to 1*30,638,1 18, as compared with ^20,368,992 in 
1918, or an increase of 50.4 per cent. Of the total trade 
1*10,284,982 represents the value of imports and ^20,353,136 
that of the exports, or a balance of trade in favor of the port 
of 1*10,068,154. 

Sugar, as usual, constituted the principal product of export, 
same amounting in value during the year to 1*18,479,339, as 
against 1*15,160,610 in 1918, or an increase of 21.9 per cent. 
The quantity exported, however, was 81,467,366 kilos, while that 
for 1918 was 143,617,642. The value of the former was greater 
than that of the latter, obviously due to the higher price com- 
manded by this commodity in foreign markets during the year 
covered by this report. Aside from sugar, the only other im- 
portant article exported from this port was copra, the exporta- 
tions of which showed a big increase over those of the previous 
year, totalling in vklue to 1*1,672,096, as against 1*728,000 in 
1918, or an increase of approximately 130 per cent. 

During the year 90 foreign vessels entered this port, with a 
total net tonnage of 157,439, while 88 foreign vessels cleared, 
with a total net tonnage of 152,265, as compared with 69 vessels 
entered, tonnage 96,403, and 67 cleared, tonnage 99,525, in 1918. 
Coastwise vessels to the number of 5,277, tonnage 367,553, en- 
tered, and 5,308 vessels cleared, tonnage 372,168, as compared 
with 4,723 vessels entered, tonnage 287,197, and 4,744 cleared, 
tonnage 289,957, in 1918. 

The total customs collections of this port during the year 
amounted to 1*593,632.62, as compared with 1*907,228.28 in 1918, 
or a decrease of 33.5 per cent. This decrease is due largely to 
reduced importations of rice. The quantity imported during 
the year was 3,980,239 kilos, on which duty amounting to 
1*80,332 was collected, as compared with 14,992,162 kilos im- 
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ported during the preceding year, the duty collected thereon 
being K68/733. Wharfage collections have also diminished by 
reason of reduced quantity of sugar exports. Another factor 
that caused the falling off in collections of this port was the 
high rate of exchange prevailing in China, which practically 
compelled the merchants to curtail their importations there- 
from. Internal revenue collections, however, have increased 
from 1*92,768.60 in 1918 to 1*102,784.77 in 1919, which is a 
rise of 10 per cent. 

JOLO. 

The foreign trade of this port amounted to ^1,516,517, as 
compared with 1*1,398,117, or an increase of 8.5 per cent. Of 
the total trade 1*836,340 represents the value of imports and 
^680,177 that of the exports. This port, therefore, recorded a 
balance of trade against it amounting to 1*156,163. 

The principal article of export of this port was copra, same 
amounting in value to 1*253,435. No copra exportations from 
this port were recorded in 1918, although there were some in 
1917 and 1916. Shells and fish products are also important ar- 
ticles of export from this port. 

During the year 53 vessels in foreign trade entered this port, 
with a total net tonnage of 32,835, and 47 cleared, with net 
tonnage aggregating 30,165, as compared with 37 foreign vessels 
that entered, tonnage 15,225, and 38 cleared, tonnage 15,046, 
in 1918. In the coastwise trade there were 126 entrances, ton- 
nage 31,562, and 126 clearances, tonnage 31,562, as compared 
with 120 entrances and 118 clearances, with total net tonnage 
of 25,312 and 25,154, respectively, in 1918. 

Customs collections of this port during the year showed a 
decrease of 28.7 per cent, same being 1*144,595.30, as compared 
with 1*202,782.22 in 1918. The decrease was chiefly due to the 
cessation of rice importations. The decrease in the importa- 
tions of textile from Singapore also contributed to the decrease 
in customs collections. Internal revenue collections likewise de- 
creased, though slightly, from 1*15,132.65 in 1918 to 1*15,112.53 
in the year covered by this report. 

ZAMBOANGA. 

The foreign commerce of this port amounted to 1*2,662,738 
during the year, as compared with ^1,837,592, or an increase of 
45 per cent. Of this total, "PI, 79 1,958 represent the value of 
imports and ^870,780 that of the exports, thus recording a bal- 
ance of trade against it in the sum of 1*921,178. 
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The chief articles exported from this port during the year 
were copra, shells, crude rubber, fish and fish products, and 
gutta percha. Copra to the value of ^491,887 was exported, as 
compared with P279,598 in 1918, or an increase of 76 per cent. 

Foreign vessels to the number of 68, with an aggregate net 
tonnage of 114,411, entered this port, while 64 vessels, with 
total net tonnage of 111,530, cleared therefrom, as compared 
with 71 entrances and 65 clearances, with net tonnage amount- 
ing to 94,387 and 94,545, respectively. In the coastwise trade 
the number of entrances recorded was 1,126, with total net 
tonnage amounting to 147,313, and the number of clearances 
was 1,126 with an aggregate net tonnage of 150,579. 

The returns of this port from customs collections during the 
year was highly gratifying, same amounting to ^180,773.15, 
as against 1*178,432.06 collected in 1918. There was a great 
reduction in the importantions of rice into this port, which en- 
tailed a considerable loss to the revenue, but this loss was coun- 
terbalanced by the increased importations of dutiable kerosene 
oil, which accounted for the increase in customs collections above 
pointed out. Internal revenue collections likewise showed a 
handsome increase of 345 per cent, same being ^69,487.59, as 
compared with 1*15,628.52 for 1918. The increase was due to 
the unusually large importations of petroleum and gasoline 
during the year. 

BALABAC. 

The value of foreign trade of this port during the year was 
1*37,262, as against 1*21,588 in 1918, or an increase of 72 per 
cent. Of the total trade the value of imports was P21,801, 
as compared with 1*12,347 in 1918, an increase of 76 per cent, 
while that of the exports was 1*15,461, compared with 1*9,241 
in 1918, an increase of 67 per cent. The balance of trade was 
against the port in the sum of 1*6,340. Only two vessels in 
the foreign trade entered this port during the year, with a total 
net tonnage of 143, while one foreign clearance was recorded, 
tonnage 137. In the coastwise trade 33 vessels entered this 
port, with an aggregate net tonnage of 2,030 and 35 vessels 
cleared, with a total net tonnage of 2,046. 

APARRI. 

A coast district inspector is stationed at this port which is 
not a port of entry. Coastwise vessels to the number of 344 
entered this port, and 289 cleared therefrom during the year. 
In the inland trade there were 910 arrivals and 735 departures. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 

As recommended in previous reports, the construction of Pier 
7 is now under way. It is further recommended that additional 
ones be constructed, which if done will greatly increase the facil- 
ities of the port to the benefit of the expanding commerce of 
the Islands. 

CONCLUSION.
